out to find them increased in money 
value and available in a number of 
ways. 
Fashion approves of ostrich 


flues in many forms and plumes are 
used not alone In millinery but as dec- 
orations for evening dresses and for 
making the handsomest fans. 
The 


flues form innumerable fancy feather 
millinery 
ornaments, 
neckpieces, 


wreatlig and fringes and are fashion- 
able In both the curled and uncurled 
state. 
Handsome wreaths for hats 


are shown with the feathers along one 
side of the rib curled and along the 
other straight. 


If plumes thtit have been laid away 


are in good condition but soiled it is 
not n difficult matter to clean them, 
except that the curling process Is a 
little tedious. They may be washed 
in a lukewarm suds of soft water and 
•jnptlle soap. They are shaken in the 
5ucls and drawn through the hand to 
squeeze out the soiled water. 
Aftpr 


they are clean they should be rinsed 
In wnrm, clear writer and wrapped In 
cheesecloth or other absorbent mate- 
rial and put through an ordinary 
clothes wringer. But the rolls of thi> 
uTlnjrer mu«t not bo close enough to 
damage the feathers. 


After this washing process they 


should be shaken until dry. Holding 
the feather by the rlli it Is ilinken and 
gently beaten against the other hand. 
If the little flues cling together this 
may be corrected by holding them over 
the spout oC a steaming kettle. "When 
the plume is thoroughly dry it is ready 
for CTrticj. 


An ordinary table knife will answer 


for curling a 'plume. 
The plume is 


drawn along the edge of the icnlfe be- 
tween it nnd the thumb. The trick 
is to curl the flue only at the end and 
not too tightly. l£ach flue is to be j pointed than ever. 


curled to correspond with the others. 


A faded ptame may be tinted or a 


•whito plnme given a color by dipping 
them in gasoline Into which a little 
oil paint, such, as comes In email tabes, 
has been dissolved. One has to ex- 
periment to get fbe tint wanted. Gas- 
ollne will not affect the curl of a 
-feather. This tinting should be done 
by an open window in a room that has 
no fire of any kind In ft, or In the 
open air. 


It takes a professional feather man- 


ufacturer to make fancy feather or- 
naments, wreaths and pompons of the 
flues. There are many aew ways of 
using ostrich flues on the new milli- 
nery for fall and winter nnd the pos- 
sessor of plumes will not look far be- 
fore finding a use for them.

venting war. So strongly has the lat- 
ter feature been, stressed by Presi- 
dent TOlson and other supporters 
tba-t many persons have'come to re- 
gard the adoption of'the league as a 
great moral and religious movement 
which is to banish war forever. This 
view has been accepted by people 
with .little or. no heed to the real 
truth that the covenant, as tbe Sen- 
ate has been asked to ratify it, shows 
in alarming lack o' morality and re- 
ligion. This noteworthy, if not also 
significant, omission is by no means 
strange when the document is studied 
with reference to the circumstances 
under which it was framed, and tbe 
injustice and insincerity with which 
some of the principles enunciated by 
it have already been applied; but few 
persons have taken the pains to so 
study it. 


Attention has aft.uies been directed 


to the- failure of the Peace Confer- 
ence to give any recognition whatever 
to a Supreme Being, In either the con- 
ference deliberations or in the instru- 
ments drawn by that body. Occasion- 
al notice has~been- taken by the press 
of thte forgetfulDMa of God> on part 
of the so-called peace makers, and 
Senator Gore, the blind statesman 
from Oklahoma having the mental 
vision to see the necessity for follow- 
ing precedent in historic state papers 
in making acknowledgment of the ex- 
istence of a Supreme Being, has pro- 
posed an amendment to the treaty 
covenant supplying the omission.

fused to recognize the Supreme Crea- 
for as the over-ru-lin? God of all world 
affairs." 


If you would gam a true conception 


of the league;- its history and tts in- 
consistencies; learn why it i-s a moral 
rather than a political issue and have 
your faith in the eternal verities 
strengthened, you should carefully 
read every one of' the installments of 
this most forceful and. convincing ar- 
raignment of the les-.gue that has yet 
been penned. Then will you know 
why it "will crumble and disappear 
when the shouting and tumult die."

Fall Cloaks Have Flowing Lines 


Producers 
Willing to

"As a result of the 'strike vote' as 


to the iron and steel industry being! 
announced, and not as a result of tbej 
vote itself, the labor issue of the in-j 
dustry is now to the forefront, with i 
every prospect that there will be lai-] 
portant action within a 
period 
ofj 


days," says the American iietal Mar-| 
ket 
"That the vote was 98 per cent i • 


—in favor of striking is in itsslf nothing, 


is those who desired to strike were 
those who voted and may represent! 
only a very small proportion o£ the; 
total 'number of men employed in the 
industry. 
That the vote has been aa-| 


nounced. however, meaning that the: 
American Federation of Lr.bor's at-j 
tempt to unionize the fndustry has j 
Bone as far as it can go, hosvcver far 
that may be. means thai the federation 
must now join issue. It cai.not wait. 
for to do so would be mere'y to lose 
such enthusiasm as it has be?n able to 
arpuse. 


"Nor do the iron and steel produc- 


ers desire to wait. They aie willing 
to do the fair thing by labor, the ade- i 
ouate proof of which is that they have! 
treated their men liberally. The sue-i 
cessive wage advances have liccn spec- • 
tacular, making it that m» i are re- j 
ceiving roore than double the wages I 
received In 1915 and from three to! 
four times the wages received in 1S90.J 
when the industry had emerged from 
the industrial depression 
nf 
1893-8 


and was experiencing a boom. 
j 


"In the midst of a mass of uncer- 


tainty as to the attitude of both em-1 
ployers and employes the one thing 
that can be said with a considerable 
degrree of assurance is that there will 
be quick action. 
We shall all know 


a great deal more a fortnight hence 
than we do now. This staterient rests 
upon definite information :is to the 
attitude of the parties involved. 


"The statement may be supplement- 


ed by certain observations. 
The Am- 


erican Federation of Laboi spent a 
jcor. between the St. Paul 
and 'the 


Atlantic City conventions, in endeav- 
oring to organize the iron and steel 
industry, then it spent further titne. 
up to July 20th, without re.iching its 
goal.. Finally, it had recourse to the 
crafts 
in 
which it 
has 
strength 


through their being organiz* d outside 
the 
steel 
industry—blacksmiths, 


brioklavers. electrical workers, sta- 
tionary firemen, switchmen etc.—by 
ordering on July 20th a "stiike vote" 
of the 24 unions Tnow increased to 25) 
having'more or less membership em- 
ployed in the iron and steel industry. 


"With the fujl aid of these unions! 


the furnaces and mills could be crip- 
pled, possibly closed, even tnough the 
rank and file of the employes pf the 
iron and steel industry were positively 
opposed to striking, as the> probably 
are. This vote was completed and the 
official announcement was 
made 
in 


Yonngstown 98 per cent of the votes 
being in favor of striking, all infor- 
mation flatly denied as to the number 
of men who voted. 
"\Vith this record 


of successive efforts there >s nothing! 
]«ft for the "National Committee for 
Organizing Iron and Steel Workers" 
to do but to press the issue and stai. 
or fall by -wb?t they can no»- do. The | 
organizers have their own powers and 
limitations. Whatever the p.ten of en- j 
thusiasm may 'be to which they have 
aroused those of the men who would 
listen, it is the maximum pitch that 
they can expect. To tempoiize would | 
be to lose ground with the nen whom j 
they have interested, while the season 
of the year is favorable and winter is 
?om,ng. 


"Another observation may be made, 


as to the position of the Iron and steel 
producers. They have no occasion to 
temporize. 
They are men of action, 


confident of tie loyalty of many of 
their employes, and 
convirced 
that 


they are paying liberal wages. 
They 


axe willing and anxious to treat their 
men with the utmost fairness. At the 
same time they know that the success 
of the iron and steel industry depends 
upon the plant equipment b-Mng made 
to yield its utmost tonnage, iomething 
impossible with 
union 
domination. 


Already they are irritated by the fact 
that their outputs in recent 
weeks 


have not been what they should be for 
the number of men employed and the 
plant facilities that have been in oper- 
ation. Rather than that things should 
SO from bad to worse they would like 
to see the matter settled speedily and 
right. 


"The steel producers are dot spine- 


less idealists, but eminently practical 
and forceful men. 
They h.ive never 


failed to meet squarely'any issue pre- 
sented. They are going to meet this 
present—not this prospective—iseue 
squarely, and also fairly. 
Precisely 


what they will do is for their own 
councils to determine. 
By no means 


have they been oblivious, ir the past 
few weeks, of the issue that was aris- 
ins.

iels would accept the recommenda- 
tion of the board, to' which he had 
referred tbn matter, but all attempts 
to make him state his decisloir defi- 
nitely have been unsuccessful. 


Edlton Favored New York. 


Mr. Edison favored a site on tha 


water near New York city, holding 
that tlie matters of prime importance 
^ivere proximity to the exports in Hint 
"vicinity and material nnd equipment 
which the laboratory would need. A 
strong fight wns made for Washing- 
ton,

ly by Admiral Griffin, head'of the bu- 
rent of xvfi^bts und stanclflrrls.
